RESULT OF CLOUDBURST.

Steamer Charles R. Spencer Hard

Aground Near Rowena.

Oregonian: The steamer Charles R
Spencer will probably not see any
more service on the Columbla river
this season, The boat is hard aground
on the Oregon sghore near Rowena, a
short distance below The Dalles, and
there she is llkely to remain for the
next two months, Yesterday officers
and erew abandoned her, leaving only
a single watchman In charge. Nothing
can be done toward getting the boat
into deep water until the river has
fallen enough to permit the placing
of ways under her, when she will have
to be hauled some 1500 feet before she
can be launched.

When the steamer's hog-chalns broke
during the gale Thuraday morning and
ghe drifted heiplessly toward the Ore-
gon side, she stranded about 60 feet
from the shore, The action of the
wind and waves has since forced her
up to within a few feet of the bank,
and at the same time shoaled the water
along side of her. The hoat might
have been pulled off Wednesday, but
now such a course is Impossible, as
the river has fallen rapidly. She must
either lie where she I until high water
floats her next January, or be hauled
off on skids when the river falls sufi-
ciently for this purpose. The latter
method will dbubtlesas be adopted In
getting her back into the channel,
